The bomb shattered the rear 
of the grey stucco and wood- 
trimmed dwelling, built 20 years 
ago at a cost of $14,000. Addi- 
tions. had*-heen made to the 
House on rue des Plaines since. 


The force of the blast tore a 
gaping hole in the foundation 
and broke every window of the 
house. 


The mayor told reporters the 
house appeared to be a total 
Joss.

As Usual—AEC}

WASHINGTON (Wl?) — When the Atomic 
Energy Commission no. ied a safe new spot to set 
off its hydrogen bombs, it went to Amchitka. True, 
the windy little Aleutian Island lies in a national 
wildlife. refuge. True, it stands astride a major 
earthquake zone. And, also true, it is only a few 
hundred miles (as the tidal wave rolls) from the 
Alaskan mainland and Soviet Siberia: 

But such matters, measured by the higher 
logic of the AEC, understandably counted as 
nothing. The institutional imperative dictated that 
an agency in the business of exploding nuclear 
weapons had a certain obligation to explode them. 
And Nevada, where the big ones uesed to be burst, 
was getting punchy. . 

Probably the AEC could have exploded its 
next few bombs any place it wanted, including 
Westchester County or Chevy Chase, Md. As the 
agency has long made clear, underground bomb 
blasts are antiseptically safe (the above-ground 
kind were outlawed by the nuclear test ban 
treaty. 

“The father of the H-bomb,” Dr. Edward 
Teller, pointed out just the other day that “an 
explosion executed with care is no more dangerous 
than vaccination.”

But in a free society not at present-engazed in 
nuclear war, there were other considerations. 
Surprising numbers of Americans did not share the 
agency's assurance.’ In Las Vegas, for instance, 
there was always chronic concern about the little 
radioactive clouds (naughty, but officially. safe) 
that occasionally wafted across the Nevada desert. 
And even civic minded local businessmen like 
Howard Hughes sometimes mused about the 
“structural integrity,” as engineers put it, of their 
gambling palaces and_ hotels. 

So a few years ago the AEC concluded that 
the bigger bomb: tests—as safe as they might 
be—would have to be conducted someplace where 
there weren’t so many anxious peonle. 

Amchitka has no people at all. Other than 
3.000 sea ottey@ some bald eagles and the usual 
unusual sea , there was nothing much on the 
island but wild flowers and heather. With an 
airstrip dating from the Second World War, it was 
both remote and accessible. And: because the 
defence department had already exploded a small 
bomb there in 1965, no one could really accuse the 
AEC of violating a wildlife sanctuary. 

“People can talk about the ‘rape of Amchitka’ 
all they want to,” went one candid explanation, 
“The fact is, Amchitka has been raped before.” 

One or two officials of other agencies did not 
share the AEC perspective. The manager of the 
Aleutian Islands National Wildlife Refuge, a 
combative naturalist named Robert D. Jones Jr., 
strrted objecting to his superiors in 1965. Ever 
since, his reports to the interior department have 
been officially unavailable to press or public, and 
government rumor has it that Jones has been 
denied an expected raise.

There have been other bureaucratic complica- 
tions. During the Johnson administration, a 
presidential scientific adviser;>—Dr.—Kenneth—S. 
Pitzer (now president of Stanford University) led a 
panel of scientists who examined the possible 
relationship between underground bomb tests and 
earthquakes—and—seismic-sea waves._That report 
has never been released by the White House, and 
its contents, understandably, are classified. 

Outside the. government, certain maverick 
scientists have tried- to: make people believe 
undergrovnd explosions c7n have strange repercus- 
sions. Politicians have repeated their objections, 
but luckily for the AEC most of the political 
complaints have come from Alaska, Hawaii and 
California, states, where’ people just naturally 
Worry about things like earthquakes and _ tidal 
Waves. 

The rest of the opposition has been just. as 
predictable. With a weary appreciation of the 
inevit?bility of it all, the AFC has weathered the 
unending complaints of the Sierra Club, SANF, the 
National Wildlife Federation, the Alaskan Federa- 
tion of Natives, the Aufliubon Society, the 
Faucational Committee to Halt Atonaic Weapons 
Spread and an Anchorage-based group of lawvers, 
businessmen, housewives and the like called SOS 
(Save Our State).

and co-ordinate welfare agen- 
cies in Greater Victoria will have 
the dual task of preventing duplica- 
tion of services and seeing that the 
public receives full value for the dol- 
lars which it contributes. The com- 
mittee will be similar to one estab- 
lished” earlier in Vancouver, and it 
arises as a result of a recent meeting 
between the mayors of the Greater 
Victoria area and Welfare Minister 
Campbell, which the Community 
Council had long sought. 

While there may be soft spots in 
some instances, requiring a tight- 
ening-up of ‘procedures or cost- 
accounting, Greater Victorians need 
not anticipate any startling disclo- 
sures of inefficiency. The Commun- 
ity Welfare Council, now known as 
the Community Council, has been 
particularly active during the past 
two years in advising agencies with 
a view to avoiding duplication of 
their services to needy or suffering 
persons in the area. Agencies pro- 
posing a new service have been given 
information on existing services, 
and told whether the new service 
could better be combined with one 
already in the field. The Council 
has also advised the Intermunicipal 
Committee, at its request, in regard 
to money grants sought by various 
local agencies and organizations. 

In regard to agencies which are 
members of the United Appeal, a 
probing review of the work and fi- 
nancing of each is carried out an- 
nuaily by. the budget committee of 
the Community Chest, and a mea- 


sure of contro] is thus exercised. 

The proposed Greater Victoria 
committee _may duplicate some of 
the investigatory work already be- 
ing done, but with Provincial Wel- 
fare Department backing it will 
carry much more weight than is 
possible with the volunteer studies, 
and its operations will be particu- 
larly important in those agencies 
which are partially or completely 
supported.by provincial funds. 

There is a multiplicity of appeals 
these days, and a steady increase in 
the number of organizations being 
set up to cater to the needs of this 
or that afflicted segment of the pop- 
ulation. ‘Phe majority of these 
agencies are beneficial, instigated 
by dedicated people, and destined to 
do a good job. But insofar as they 
depend on public appeals for funds, 
or are supported by provincial or 
municipal grants, they should be 
open to continuing expert inspection 
fo show theif value to the commu- 
sy and demonstrate their efficient 
use, of the money provided. 

Many a voluntary agency has 
proved after a period of operation 
that it meets a real need and merits 
being put on a permanent basis of 
governmental support, — perhaps

If the play 
follows its usual format the U.S. will 
announce in the prologue that it has 
rounded up enough supporters to 
ensure that Peking is excluded from 
membership once again, and the 
final act vote will be something of an 
anti-climax. 

Except that this year there 
should be at least one small change 
in the script: the role played by Ca- 
nada. In past years this country’s 
approach to the question has been 
somewhat ambivalent. While pro- 
fessing support outside the UN for 
the idea that China must take its 
place in the world’s peace-keeping 
councils, we could never quite bring 
ourselves to back that position up 
with an affirmative vote inside. In 
large part this stemmed from a de- 
sire not to go against the wishes of 
our chief ally and neighbor, the U.S. 
The boldest step we have taken so 
far is to abstain. 

Now, if the government is to be 
consistent in its approach to China 
as evidenced in the Stockholm nego- 
tiations aimed at diplomatic _rec- 
ognition, it has little choice but to 


HE. FORMER CZECH Commu- 
nist party leader, Mr. Alexan- 
der Dubcek, has been knocked out 
of power and favor in his country’s 
government along with a dozen or 
more of the liberal-minded ministers 
who agreed with what he was try- 
ing to do.

One 
concern has always been: what 
would happen to the seat already 
held by the Nationalist Chinese gov- 
ernment on Taiwan? But now Ex- 
ternal Affairs Minister Mitchell 
Sharp has declared: “We do not have 
a two-China policy; or a one-China, 
one-Taiwan policy. We have a one- 
China policy.” 

There cannot be much doubt 
about that statement; it means that 
Canada believes the chips must fall 
where they will if recognition of the 
Peking government is agreed: upon. 
That is the only logical position to 
take in the present world situation, 
and it should apply at the United 
Nations just as it does at Stockholm. 

One other question that has al- 
ways been thrown up in the UN de- 
liberations as justification for waffl- 
ing on the China issue is: does Pe- 
king really want to -belong? That 
should have been answered by the 
fact that Albania, China’s ally, 
would hardly have kept bringing its 
motion forward if Peking didn’t 
agree. And now Mr. Sharp says the 
talks at Stockholm have convinced 
him that the Chinese do indeed want 
to become a member of the world 
body. What more do we need?

‘Two Mideast Concessions Raise Hopes 


OVIET- AMERICAN talks on the 
S Middle East have won agreement 
by Moscow to two important elements of 
an Arab-Israel peace settlement, excel- 
lent diplomatic 
sources say. The 
two points: 1. That 
there need not be a 
withdrawal by Israel 
from territory con- 
quered in the 1967 
war until after there 
is full agreement on 
a peace “package” — 
that is, until all other 
terms and conditions 
of the _ settlement 
have also been negotiated and agreed. 

2. That the UN peace force which is 
to be placed as a buffer between Israel 
and the Arabs after a settlement shall 
not be subject to eviction by any single 
government, but must be withdrawn—if 
and when it is withdrawn—by order of 
the UN Security Council. The withdrawal 
directive would thus be subject to veto 
by any great power including the United 
States. 

These two points go far to meet earlier 
Israeli objections.

Israel has Consistently refused to pull 
its troops out of conquered territory until 
it knew what counter -.concessions the 
Arabs were prepared to make. It feared 
the premature loss of valuable bargain- 
ing power.

The Soviet Union has rarely taken a 
position, in either the Big Four or Big 
Two talks, which diverges materially 
from that of the Arabs. 

It follows, therefore, that both Cairo 
and Amman are also prepared to 
negotiate a package deal with Israel, 
including a UN. force immune to 
unilateral eviction. UN diplomats 
expect the Big Four UN delegates to 
resume consideration of the Mideast in 
October. Agreement to do so has been 
reached “in principle.” Meanwhile the 
Big Two—Washington and Moscow—are 
expected to continue their contacts. 


Credit to Sisco 


Much credit is given, by those close 
to the Mideast exchanges, to Joseph J. 
Sisco, assitant secretary of state for the 
Near East and South Asia, who has 
master-minded the talks for Washington. 

Sisco’s opposite number in most of the 
two-power exchanges has been Soviet 
Ambassador Anatoly F. Dobrynin, who is 
also highly regarded in Washington 
diplomatic circles. 

Because of the important, if limited, 
progress made, many in the West say 
they are puzzled and concerned at 
Israel’s continuing objection to big-power 
involvement. 

France has been so disturbed that it 
has made a _ resumption of arms 
shipments to Israel (except for war- 
planes, which would still be banned) 
conditional on Israeli co-operation with 


Israel has repeatedly called for.direct 
talks with the Arabs, under UN auspices, 
arguing that no war in history hag ever 
been solved exclusively by third parties. 

“How can Israel say, on the one hand, 
that the Arabs want to destroy them, 
and on the other, that they are’ the only 
people worth talking to?’ a top UN 
diplomat asked.

take place otherwise. I hope Israel's 
position is not irreversible.” 

The Soviet Union’s continuing com- 
mitment to Israel’s existence and 
sovereignty, despite renewal of Arab talk 
of “holy war” to exterminate her, has 
encouraged the United States, Britain 
and France. 

The Big Four - foreign ministers 
agreed, at a dinner hosted by UN 
Secretary-General U Thant Sept 20, to 
reaffirm ‘‘that all states in the Middle 
East have an inalienable right to exist 
as independent and sovereign states.” 

Diplomats of the three western 
powers repeatedly cite this~ fact as 
evidence of ‘“progress,’”’ by which they 
appear to mean progress in persuading 
the Soviet Union to take positions 
différent from those of the Arabs. 


Peace is considered possible only if 
Moscow is willing for the Big Four to 
frame their own settlement package, in 
terms which neither the Arabs nor Israel 
will willingly accept, but in which they 
both might acquiesce.

The Cold War: Can We Say 


fae Cold War has dominated the 
international scene for the last 20 
years. Many times it has threatened to 
degenerate into a hot war. Today, , 
however, a conflict between the Soviet 
Union and the United States seems the 
most unlikely of prospects. 

Does it mean that the state of 
hostility between Washington and Mos- 
cow has ended? It would be easier to 
answer this question in the case of a hot 
war. An armed conflict can be said to be 
over when the fighting has stopped and 
an armistice has been signed. Just as the 
Cold War was never officially declared, 
no treaty has been drawn up to conclude 
it. But since it began almost imperce pt- 
ibly, perhaps it has ended ‘in the same 


way. 


Unrecognized Victory 

A few years ago a French journalist, 
Andre Frossard, stated, ‘The Americans 
have won the Cold War, but they haven't 
realized it yet.” General de Gaulle is 
said to have appreciated the remark. 

Many Europeans would probably 
agree. No one, in fact, ‘ase. from 
and military circlés and a 
few rightist politicians, believes now in 
the reality of a threat. No 
European government could justify in-

creased defence costs or an austerits 
program by the fear of a Soviet attack. 
On the contrary, there is growing 
suspicion that the two giints have 


agreed, or even conspired, to divide up 
the world. The American reaction to the 
invasion of Czechoslovakia, after all, was 
no more marked than that of the Soviets 
Americans landed in -the 
Dominican Republic.

At-the same time, it is obvi 
the causes of the Cold War have not 
disappeared. The Berlin Wall, 
terrible symbol,. is still standing. Not 
only does it divide a nation; if marks the 
separation of Europe and the world into 
two camps.

In Moscow the widely acclaimed 
relaxation of tensions has_ not been 
extended to the intellectual sphere.

One is forced to admit that agree- 
ments such as the Nuclear Test Ban 
Treaty (which does not outlaw all kinds 
of tests) or the treaty limiting the 
military uses of outer space mean 
relatively little when weighed against 
these negative signs. 

To continue in the thermal metaphor, 
one might-say that the Cold War is fro- 
zen over.

After the Cuban missile crisis, it became. 
evident that it was too risky to use them 
for blackmail or as a bluff.

A pro- 
longed match always wears out the 
players. 


Finally, there is the Sino-Soviet 
rivalry, which dominates the present 
international scene. When a nation finds 
itself with two enemies whictr are not 
themselves allied, it has to decide which 
should be given priority. Nikita Khrush- 
chev’s successor§ have apparently con- 
cluded that Peking is their —knemy 
Number 1, and not the United States nor 
Germany.

Having seen in the Times of Sept. 22 
your photograph and paragraph concern 
ing the shipment of a steam locomotive 
and exhibition train from Liverpoadl to 
Boston, I feel it necessary to clarify a 
few of the mistaken items contained 
therein. 

Firstly, “Flying Scotsman” is @ 
locomotive and on its own does not 
constitute a “train”. The reference to 
“Flying Scott,’ a common error where 
newspapers are concerned, makes one 
think that the literary personality is 
being shipped, not the locomotive. 

The stetement ‘“‘later Scots were 
dieselized”’ also needs clarification: the 
train ‘Flying Scotsman” is a service 
between Kings Cross (London) and 
Edinburgh, which at one time in its long 
history was steam-hauled by locomotives 
such as (and including) “Flying Scots- 
man,”” but Hike most others in Britain 
succumbed to diesel power. 


The duration of the tour is not 10 days 
as stated but several months—probably 
until next spring during which time it is 
hoped to bring the exhibition train to the 
west coast.

_ The Quiet Revolution Doesn't Touch All French-Canadians 


The “quiet revolution” in the province of 


Quebec is more quiet-than revolutionary. 

At least this is the distinct impression a 
British Colymbian receives after living one 
month in Quebee City. It is an impression 
quite different from the image of Quebec in 
the minds of many westerners—that of a 
vibrant society, forging ahead with govern- 
mental programs designed to preserve and 
bolster a unique French culture in North 
America 


From where does this 
impression come? Eng- 
lish - speaking Canadians 
who do not have personal 
contact with the French- 
Canadian milieu acquire 
their impression of Que- 
bee society from poli- 

|  ticians, academics, - stu- 
| dents and journalists. 

These are the mobile, 
and the articulate, 
French- Canadians. The 
only other group which 
has widespread contact 
with English Canada is 
that of the businessmen 
whose loyalty to the

corporation likely tempers their loyalty to 


Quebec. 
For the other groups, however, their 
profession, and therefore their livelihood, 


often depend on the isolation and emphasis of 
| those traits which render Quebec society 


unique. * 


The politician campaigns on policies‘which 


he says will protect the particular attitude of 
the French-Canadian towards family and 
social life. 


The academic attempts to define these 
attitudes, the student to enshrine them, and 
the journalist to spread them. And it is the 
ideas of these people which are picked up in 
English-speaking Canada. 


The English-speaking academic or student 
attending a national conference is almost 
certain to find his Quebee counterpart 
preoccupied with the French-Canadian 
nation’s struggle for survival. 


He may be frequently dismayed at the 
pettiness of the arguments, but he will 
usually be impressed by the intensity of the 
French-Canadian's feelings: The post centen- 
nial year English-Canadian may even be a 
little envious of such national fervor, 


* 


Canadian newspapers outside Quebec will 
Carry a hard news story, such as an abrasive 
speech by a separatist spokesman or reports 
of the St. Leonard incident, but they are less 
likely to carry subsequent French language 
editorial comment comment which tends 
to place violent action well outside the 
options considered acceptable by French 
Canada. 


Both the academic and_;the journalist 
contribute to the image of a Quebec 
constantly evaluating and reinforcing its own 
unique characteristics. It is this image that 
provides the western Canadian with his 
stereotyped view of French Canada. 


But is this an accurate impression? Day 
to day life is suburban Quebec City suggests 
it is not. 

The average citizen of this city appears to 
make little distinction, aside from language, 
between English and French. Backyard 

“over-the-fence conversation is much ‘the same 
as anywhere. 

Neighbors do not suggest, as academics 
might, that certain opinions represent “an 
English way of thinking.” 

The question of separatism, or even of two 
cultures in Canada, seldom is mentioned, 
except that agcasionally the newcomer is told 
to’ pay no attention to extreme talk, that 
English - speaking people are welcome in 
Quebec. 

And welcome the westerner seems to be. 
The local people concerned with the setting 
up of a new household — the landlord, 
milkman, oil man and so forth — are most 
courteous. 

The language “problem” is non-existent 
and those people who are bilingual will often 
ask in which language one wishes to 
converse. Those who are unilingual appear 
quite unoffended by somewhat less than 
effective B.C. academic French. 

In fact, there is nothing to suggest any 
feeling on the part of the average population 
that a crisis in English-French relations 
exists in this country. In Quebec City, one 
feels almost as far from St. Leonard as if he 
were on the Pacific coast. 

The city is, of course, changing. It is true 
that the old walled town is essentially as 
Thoreau described it over a century ago, and 
almost exactly as Victorian Bruce Hutchison 
described it some 30 years ago. 

Except for the. American cars, to wander 


along the narrow streets is to be in Europe. 


A short trip to: the suburbs, however, leaves 


no doubt that one is in North America. 


Quebee City, with a population of over 
400,000, is a typical booming North American

Most French-Canadians do not appear to 
be involved in a revolution designed to 
protect the racial and cultural identity of 
French Canada, but instead appear to be 
rushing inevitably into the super-consumer 
society that characterizes the rest of the 
continent.

If the-concerns of the Quebecer are not 
pan-Canadian, neither are they exclusively 
French-Canadian. <A glance at the origin of 
the majority of stories on the sports page of 
Le Soleil, the largest local newspaper, 
discloses a disquieting interest in American 
sports. 

The school boards of Quebec City, unlike 
those of St. Leonard seem to be _more 
concerned with the threat of the anti- 
consumer — the hippie — than they are with 
the cultural threat posed by English Canada 
or the Americans. 


Administrators and teachers spend hours 
discussing elaborate miles of dress and 
grooming for students, but appear to spend 
little time ‘attempting to disentangle them- 
selves and their institutions from the 
incredible confusion which plagues education 
in the province. 


As a result, it appears that the school 
system is not facing up to the challenge of 
the advertisers. The culture is succumbing 
to continental commerce. 

Ironically, the only aspect of the “quiet 
revolution" which appears to have been taken 
up earnestly by large numbers of younger 
people in the province is secularization. 

A recent federal Bureau of Statistics 
release noting that Quebec's birth rate is now 
the lowest per thousand in Canada indicates 
that the church has ceased to be the social 
arbiter it once was. 

Conversations with young people support 
this conclusion, as does the demise of the 
regligiously oriented classical colleges. It was 
the church, of course, that more than any 
other institution preserved the identity of 
French Canada. 

There can be little doubt that the French 
language will survive on this continent. The 
number of unilingual Quebecers suggests 
something of the tenacity of language. 

But with the influence of the church 
waning, the educational authorities failing to 
rise to the challenge, and the gulf between 
the culturally conscious intellectuals and the 
mass of the population 4s wide as it is, one 
cannot help but think that Quebec is moving 
irrevocably towards the homogenized world 
of the consumer of mass - produced North 
American goods.

WASHINGTON —- The gray- 
ing radical, Saul Alinsky, tried 
fo tell the young people 
selected as the first crop of 
Robert F. Kennedy Fellows 
what they will face when they 
fan out to work‘ with grass- 
roots organizations in com- 
munities of the poor. 

Some of them nodded in 
agreement, but some of them 
found: their idealism offended. 

“In the world as it is,” 
Alinsky began, ‘“‘man moves 
on the basis of self-interest 
and not on the basis of 
mythical ideals. Those come 
later as. justification.” 

Try to organize people 
around things, not issues; 
around their self-interests, not 
around what is right or 
wrong, he urged them. The 60- 
year-old Chicagoan has been 
organizing poor people since 
before the Kennedy Fellows 
were born. 

“People do the right thing 
for the wrong reasons,” 
Alinsky explained. ‘‘So one of 
the things an organizer tries 
to do is look for the wrong 
reasons." 


Earlier Cynicism 


The Alinsky monologue on 
power and community 
organizing struck some of the 
31 young people at the confer- 
ence table as the cynicism of 
an earlier age. 

The new Robert’ Kennedy 
Fellows were gathered here 
for a short course on the 
problems of the poor—health 
and hunger, education, politi- 
cal power and economic 
development. They are loaded 
for one-year stints of service 
in big-city slums, Indian 
reservations and mountain 
poverty pockets. : 

Some of them, as one of 
them put it. are. ‘into the love

The 
fact is that the-idea of 
nurturing a country’s artists 
seems to be good politics 
these days in Dublin, even 
amidst the Ulster crisis, and 
not in Washington.

More in Britain 


By HAROLD MORRISON 

LONDON (CP) — The aver- 
age company: executive can 
earn more and live better .in 
Canada and the United States 
than in Britain but he can 
stretch his salary a little fur- 
ther in’ this country. than 
across the sea. 

The reason, says Associated 
Industria! Consultants Ltd., is 
that while taxes in Britain are 
much higher, other living 
costs tend to be lower. 


Trying to compare salaries 
among the industrialized 
countries is a complicated and 
inexact science which some- 
times baffles the big corpora- 
tions. If they are sending a 
manager to reside in 
Montreal or New York, 
should they pay him more 
than they pay him in London 
and if so, how much more? 

And if a trained and experi- 
enced executive officer de- 
cides to emigrate, how much 
more should he expect to get 
if he resettles elsewhere? 

Associated Industrial Con- 
sultants say it has. made an 
intensified study, documented 
by massive research. The re- 
sult suggests, as most econo- 
mists have guessed, that the 
trained manager can earn 
more and live better in North 
America. 

TAXES ARE HIGHER 

For example, the- average 
sales manager can earn about 
$21,000 a year in Canada and 
perhaps only $13,000 in Brit- 
ain. The average » personnel 
manager may get’ $12,000 in 
Canada and only $9,500 in this 
country. 

Taxes in this country are 
higher than in most other 
leading industrialized coun- 
tries. A married man with 
two children earning $10,400 2 
year will have only 75 per 
cent left after paying taxes in 
Britain. In Canada and the 
U.S. he would have more than 
&3 per cent, based on 1968 
rates. 

But the average manager in 


the big American or Canadian 


cities must pay more for liv- 
ing costs. Excluding taxes and 
basing 1968 British costs at 
100, the research organization 
concluded that living costs in 
Montreal were 33 per cent 
higher and it New York 533 


per cent higher than in Lon | 


don. Oddly enough, the organ- 
ization found that costs in 
Paris were only 30 per cent 
higher than in London, a con- 
clusion that some observers 
might challenge after digging 
deep into their pockets to pay 
for Paris charges. 
UNDERPAID IN BRITAIN 
Taking both taxes and living 
costs into account, the organi- 
zation concluded that a mar- 
ried’ manager with two chil- 
dren earning $13,000 a year in 
Britain would have to earn 26 
per cent more in Canada or 44 
per cent more in the U.S. to | 
live on an equjwalent level.

Since the plan’s inception in 
1964 to June 30, 1969, partici- 
pating provinces and two ter- 
ritories have issued 378,000 
certificates of eligibility for 
loans totalling $226,700,000. 


The federal plan provides 
most of the repayable aid to 
undergraduate students, an 
article in University Affairs, a 
publication of the Association 
of Universities and Colleges of 
Canada, says. 


The provinces provide most 
of the non-repayable aid. 

These types of aid include 
grants—awards to students fi- 
nancially in need; bursaries 
—awards to students financial- 
ly in need and reaching a des- 
ignated achievement level in 
their studies; allowances—aid 
in recognition of a student's 
full-time work; scholarships 
—awards to students of supe- 
rior academic standing; and 
free tuition. 

Some of the provinces—On- 
tario, Newfoundland, New 


Brunswick, Nova Scotia and 
Alberta—have -formally com- 
bined the Cansda student 
loans plan with their own 
nom-repayable aid programs 
in order tw create a single, 
comprehensive scheme. 

Most of these provinces pro- 
vide the bulk of the financial 
assistance in grants. Most of 
those having separate aid pro- 
grams award non-repayable 
scholarships or bursaries. 

The Yukon and Northwest 
Territories are the only juris- 
dictions which award allow- 


ances as defined above to un- 
dergraduate students. 

Normally a province only 
helps students considered. -re- 
sidents in the province. Some 
provinces do not help resi- 
dents-at universities in other 
jurisdictions. 


New Brunswick, Ontario 
and Nova Scotia pay fees for 
teacher training. 

Newfoundland now subjects 
applications for financial aid 
to a need assesment. This is 
a move away from its earlier 
policy of providing ‘the equiva- 


lent of free tuition to all uni- 


versity undergraduates and 
allowances t all third-, 
fourth- and fifth-year stu- 
dents. 


The only public financial aid 
for undergraduates in Prince 
Edward Island is provided 
through the federal loans 
plan, although the province 
hopes to have a ‘bursary and 
scholarship program soon.

LAND USE: No. 1 Problem 


For Remainder of Century 


Today's open fields and 

woods will be home for 
tomorrow's exploding popula- 
tion. 
Between now and the end of 
the century, it is forecast that 
the population of the capital 
region, from Sooke to Sidney, 
will double from the present 
190,000. 

More people will mean 
more homes, schools, jobs, 
commercial areas, recrea- 
tional activities, roads, sewers 
and other services — on the 
same amount of land. 


How the land is used will 
almost certainly become the 
area's most important pro- 
blem in the next 30 years. 


To meet this problem, the 
Capital Region Planning 
Board has been holding a 
series of study sessions this 
year to review regional plan- 
ning. The last regional! plan 
was issued in 1959. 

And next year, it is expec- 
ted that the board will be 
absorbed by the Capital Re- 
gional District, responsible for 
an increasing number of area« 
wide problems. 

Within the seven municipali- 
ties — Victoria, Saanich, Oak 

Bay, Esquimalt, Central 
° Saanich, North Saanich and 
Sidney — there is a growing 
awareness by staff and coun- 


. 


cil of the importance of 
proper planning for future 
land use. 


There is much less aware- 
ness in the unorganized areas 
of Langford, Colwood, Met- 
chosin, View Royal, Sooke, the 
Highlands and the Gulf Is- 
lands. But this may change as 
the Capital Regional District, 
with encouragement from the 
province, expands. 

In. planners’ jargon, ‘‘den- 
sity” refers to how closely 
people live to one another. 
Earlier this year, Tony 
Roberts, director of the Capi- 
tal: Region Planning Board, 
told one of the study seminars 


A Lot 


Ten years ago the capital 
region was warned to take 
action to prevent an un- 
planned mess in Langford and 
Colwood. 

The warning wasn't heeded 
and today it is almost too late 
to correct. 

And ‘the same error could 
be repeated in the Highland 
district, west of Saanich 
municipality, and in the Guif 
Islands.

the area from Sooke to Sidney 
has room for 750,000 residents 
if development continues at 
present densities. 


But he cautioned that de- 
velopment trends of tomorrow 
won't bé the same as todays. 
The area contains 214 square 
miles and 32 of these have 
been used for urban develop- 
ment. Of the remainder, 94 
square miles is suitable for 
development, which would 
provide room _ for 750,000 
people at today’s densities.

in Central Saanich in particu- 
lar, but a fairly firm policy in 
Saanich and North Saanich. 
“Langford-Colwood has been

Development in Langford-

sewers, has been helped by 
having gravel sub-soil which 
allows percolation from septic 
tanks. 

Roberts said the total pic- 
ture is one of steady growth, 
at about 2% per cent a year.

governments are going to 
willingly give zoning control 
to a regional board,” he said. 

And simply doing this, he 
said, will not of itself ensure 
any change in development. 

“Most of our development 
in cities takes place when a 
decision is made by private 
capital to proceed or not with 
a certain development,”’ he 
said. ; 

“The amount of ‘public 
funds spent in any municipal- 
ity is very minor compared 
with the amount of funds by 
private capital.

“If there is general accep- 
tance of broad development 
policy as set out in an official 
regional plan, then regional 
objectives need not be com- 
promised by individual muni- 
cipal actions,” he said. 

Development sprawl {is not 
only unsightly to the eye, and 
considered poor planning, it is 
expensive. 

This point is emphasized in 
the Saanich planning depart- 
ment's Blenkinsop Valley 
Study made public earlier 
this year. It recommended 
roughly half of Saanich’s 38 
square miles be subject to a 
five-acre subdivision m in i- 
mum to*control sprawl and 
hold development to the area 
where sewers will be 
installed. 

The study said it costs more 
to provide only an unsurfaced 
road and water supply to a 
40,000 square foot lot than to 


provide roads, curbs, sid- 
walks, street lights, water, 
sanitary sewer and storm 


sewer to a 7,000 square foot 
lot. 

The cost is about $250 less 
to provide full urban services 


to an urban- lot than to 
provide road and water to a 
1.6-acre lot. 

Both planners agreed that 
future residential development 
should not be planned on the 
basis of where sewers go, but 
the other way round. 


Loney said the function of 
planning is to plan where 
residential development is 
wanted, then put sewers in,

LONDON (AP) — The Church 
of England's most controversial 
bishop—-Dr. John Robinson of 
Woolwich—withdrew Sunday 
from full-time church work and | 
retired to an academic post at | 
Cambridge University. 

“I believe the religious insti- | 
tution is dying,” he said in a 
farewell article in The Sunday 
Times, a few hours before | 
preaching a last sermon in| 


Southwark Cathedral. | 


During his 10 years as suffra-| 
gan bishop of Woolwich, during | 
which some daring new experi- 
ments were tried—and some 
abandoned—in his diocese, Bish- 
op Robinson was under almost 
constant attack from conserva-| 
tive churchmen. 

He was denounced by some as 
a heretic or agnostic.’ Twice he 
was publicly rebuked by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, pri- 
mate of the Church of England. 

His paperback _ best-seller 
Honest to God offended many | 
because it questioned the image | 
of God under modern condi-| 
tions. 

But he. probably  offened 
many churchmen even more by 
going down to the Old Bailey 
court and taking the stand in 
defence of D. H. Lawrence’s 
novel Lady Chatterley’s Lover, | 
then under police attack as ob- 
scene. Bishop Robinson said he | 
thought it was a book Christians | 
ought to read. The case was dis-| 
missed. 

Dr. Robinson, 50, now. be-| 
comes dean of Trinity College, | 
Cambridge, where Prince | 
Charles ‘is a student. |

UNITED NATIONS (CP) 
Patching statements of Exter- 
mal Affairs Minister Mitchell

—Canada will adhere a 
one-China‘ policy. If agreement 
is reached in Stockholm in talks 
on Canadian-Chinese recogni- 
tion, Canada will change its 
vote in the UN to support the 
entry of the Peking government 


—Canada's vote in the UN 
this year on the annual Alba- 
nian resolution to admit China 
and expel the Nationalists could 
be a cliffhanger, with the deci- 
sion on whether to change from 
the abstention of recent years 
made by the cabinet at the last 
minute.

—Canada has not been asked 
by the Chinese: to vote for the 
resolution as a price for recog- 
nition. But Canadian officials 
realize that if the Chinese are 
not assured that Cunada will 
support Peking here there will 
be no recognition. China has 
asked for that support, without 
specifying that it involves the 
Albanian resolution. Sharp says 
China would like to become a 
UN member. 


—Progress is being made at 
the Stockholm talks and Chinese 
suspicions about Canada, a!

States, are being overcome. One 
of the main Canadian tasks has 
been to convince the Chinese 
that it is sincere.

Big-Small School Solves Problem 


By DOROTHY RICH 
WASHINGTON — High 
schools today have to be big, 
but they have to be “‘smail,” 
too. 


There are lots of students 
and - lots of courses. This 
means big schools. The prob- 
lem is to make these big 
schools seem smaller so that 
they provide the intimacy and 
personal involvement that 
Students need. 


Off the drawing board but 
not yet in construction is 
James W. Robinson Jr. Junior- 
Senior High School in Fairfax 
County, Va. 

Samuel Coffey, Fairfax 
assogiate superintendent, 
chaired the committee of 
administrators and teachers 
who planned the school. The 
aim wes to come up with a 
big-small school. 


To do this, Robinson will 
be made up of-six separate 
schools, with no more than 700 
students in each. Each school 
will have its own-administra- 
tion and faculty. Students will 
take their basic subjects in 
their own school and then 
move to such activities as 
gym and shop in facilities that 
will be shared commonly by 
all six schools. 


USES FAMILY UNITS 

The. idea is to use these 
expensive facilities efficiently 
and yet stil] give students the 
feeling of being in a ‘“‘we-know- 
you” school. Each school will 
be further broken down into 
family units of about 125 
students. 

Probably the most famous 
school-within-a-school in the 


U.S, is the huge Evanston 
township high’ School in Evan- 
ston, Ill. Last year a panel of 
experts raied it as the 
number one high school in the 
country 

I walked into Evanston High 


this week and asked, “What 
makes you sa good?" 

They told me = about the 
equipment (it was breath- 
taking), their faculty (most 


have advanced degrees), their 
innovations (too many to 
count)—but basic to all of this 
is the way ‘they pioneered in 
organizing their bigness. 


SHARE FACILITIES 

Evanston claims to have 
originated the school-with-in-a- 
school idea. Evanston is 
divided into four separate 
schoals located in adjoining 
wings. They use each other’s 
facilities, compete ‘with each 
other, yet still stay distinct 
and small. The school, which 
enrolls 5,800 students, is an 
educational park with its own 
superintendent. 

The process at Evanston 
abounds with innovations. You 
name it—they have it: Team 
teaching, closed-circuit’ TV, 
independent study. The school 
day is divided in “mods” not 
hours. Class times vary de- 


pending on their purpose. 
Science labs might need eight 
mods of 15 minutes each, 


Socia} studies three mods. 

All students get 15 per cent 
of their day for independent 
study. Instead of the old study 
hall they go off to resource 
centres where they find books, 
TV consoles and their teach- 
ers. Each teacher has his own 
office. Able students can 
contract for as much as 60

Richard. Pugsley, liaison of- 
ficer for the club and a prison 
social worker, said a well-known 
lumber firm in the province has 
promised to hire released In- 
dian inmates. 

“They'll hire you without wor- 
rying about your past. It will 
be based on your will to work. 
They'll fire you if you don't work 
like they'll fire anyone else,” he 
said. 

The educational club was or 
ganized by former inmate 
Clarence Dennis, now a resident 
of Port Alberni on Vancouver 
Island, in 1965. 

Mr. Pugsley said the ultimate 
object of the club “‘is to fold up 
for lack of Indian members. } 

“Tt's a self-educational™ pro- 
gram. Everything is left to club 
members to initiate.”
